ANTABUSE 
Disulfiram, known as TETD or Antabuse, is a 
drug designed to keep the alcoholic from drinking. 
If he does take alcohol while under this treatm ent, 
he w’iil have an ep isode of severe illness, so in­ 
tense it will act as an excellent deterrent. 
The drug itself has very little effect up on the 
body but w’ith the slightest am ount of alcohol, 
there will be a flushing of the face th at extends 
down over the neck and chest and becomes deep er 
and deep er until the skin is bright red. There is 
a sensation of great heat in the area followed by 
a p ounding headache th at becomes very severe. 
The blood p ressure rises suddenly w ith this head­ 
ache but drop s abrup tly within a few minutes, 
giving the p atient a sense of faintness and nausea, 
sometimes followed by violent vomiting. The p a­ 
tient m ay break out into a cold sweat and often 
comp lains of extrem e p ain in the chest, something 
like a coronary attack. 
The discomfort is very 
severe and may last from one to two or even four 
hours, dep ending up on the am ount of Antabuse 
and alcohol taken. 
W hen this drug was first used, it was thought 
necessary to give it in a hosp ital. 
After the p a­ 
tient recovered from his acute intoxication, the 
drug was given and the p atient subjected to the 
alcohol test. 
He was given half an ounce of 
whiskey and allowed to exp erience the sensation 
described. 
In this way he learned w hat would 
hap p en should he drink alcohol while under under 
disulfiram treatm ent. 
For some time now% it has 
been thought unnecessary to subject the p atient 
to this exp erience. The mere descrip tion of w hat 
will hap p en is sufficient for the average p atient 
to understand the risks involved in drinking alco­ 
hol while using this drug. 
There are several typ es of individuals who 
cannot take Antabuse, such as those w ith Severe 
heart disease, cirrhosis of the liver, ep ilep sy, drug 
addiction, kidney disease, diabetes, p regnancy, 
and asthm a. 
Although some have taken it while 
having one of the above conditions, unusual cau­ 
tion m ust be observed. 
Disulfiram has other uses th at have p roved of 
value in the treatm ent of the alcoholic p atient. 
Its original p urp ose was to get a p erson off liquor 
long enough to try to discuss the m atter seriously. 
It also can be used to determ ine the sincerity of 
the p atient and his willingness to coop erate. 
If, 
after the treatm ent has been exp lained to him 
and just how’ he will feel should he take alcohol 
while on Antabuse, he swallows the tablet w ith­ 
out hesitation, it is a good indication th at he 
really is serious about w anting to get well. 
If, 
however, he demurs, refuses, delays or in any 
Other way resists taking the tablet, it is assur 
ance th at he still has m any res^v atio n s about 
following through with the p rogram . 
The great­ 
est revelation to the p atient on this treatm ent 
is that it shows him he can live w ithout drinking. 
More recently, citrated calcium carbimide has 
been rep orted useful as a substitute for disulfiram 
w ith p erhap s less side effects.
